Freedmen Still Hope to Get Their Savings 
—Sunset Cox Coming Home to Run 
for Congress. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 11.—{Special.}—The 
President's suggestion that discreet legislation 
ior the more effectual suppression of polygamy 
would meet bis immediate approval, lends in- 
terest to the Edmunds bill No. 2, which has 
jast been printed. A similar measure passed 
the Senate at its last session by a three-foyrths 
vou, but failed of action in the House. It 
provides that polygamous wives may be com- 
pelled to testify, and that witnesses, who, there 
is good reason to believe, willseek tc evade 
service of a subpoena, may be attached. It dis- 
franchises the woman voters of Utah. It an- 
nuls the law of the Territory which now 
enables the Mormon authorities to identify 
each ballot cast and to ascertain whether any 
member of their church has voted contrary to 
the dictates of the church authorities. It de- 
prives the Mormon Probate Courts of Utah of 
their jurisdiction over eléction matters and of 
everything else except the probate of wills and 
similar routine matters. But, most important 
of all, it divests the incorporated Mormon 
Church of all the vast political and temporal 
powers eonferred upon it by the ordinance of 
the so-called State of Deseret—the origi- 
nal attempted Mormon State, subse- 
questiy merged into the Territory of Utan— 
and authorizes the President of the United 
States, with the consent of the Senate, to ap- 
point fourteen trustees to exercise all the 
powers conferred upon the corporation, aside 
from religious matters. These trustees are to 
report to the Interior Department. It annuls 
the Perpetual Emigrating Fund Company, 
under which the constant influx of Mormons 
into the United States is maintained, and it re- 
districts the Territory for legislative purposes 
under the control of the Federal officials in- 
stead of the Mormon Church. 

Delegate Caine of Utah this evening received | 
a dispatch from Salt Lake stating that Chief, 
Justice Zane, in the case of Deputy United 
States Marshal Vandercook, arrested the 5th 
instant charged under the Territorial statute 
with lewdness, had sustained the Territorial 
law, whigh makes the offense named a misde- 
meanor. This decision, says Delegate Caine, 
has a direct bearing upon a large number of 
cases of a similar kind. 

[Gen. Schofield had heard nothing further from 
Salt Lake City when seen yesterday by a reporter 
for THE TRIBUNE, and did not think it likely there

SENATE AND HOUSE PLANS. 
The Senate Committee on Rules held its first 


meeting this morning and instructed Senator 


Fry, its Chairman, to report back to the Senate 
a code of joint rules for the government of the 
official intercourse between the two Houses. 
The code is identical with the joint code which 
the Senate acted upon two years ago except in 
respect to Rule 13, which the committee nas 
stricken out. This rule prohibits the sale of 
intoxicating liquors in the Capitol Building. 
The Senate has a rule of this kind in its own 
code, and the committee thought it unneoes- 
sary to incorporate it in the joint rules, be- 
lieving the matter was one which should be 
left to tue control of each House within its own 
domain. N 

The House Committee on Rules held a ses 
sion of about two hours and a half in length 
this evening, during which the various propo- 
syions which were submitted to the House by 
Messrs. Morrison, Springer, and others were 
considered at length. No final conclusion was 
reached, bowever, and the consideration of the 
subject will be resumed tomorrow, 

It is now reported that if the House decides 
to distribute part of the appropriation bills 
Mr. Randall will tavor the distributaon of them 
all and will want to go at the head of the Naval 
Affairs Committee, and will give the Fortifica- 
tion bili te the Committee on Military Affairs 
and divide up the other two bills—the Sundry 
Civil and Deficiency. Representative Town- 
shend of Illinois, it is said, will be likely to go 
to the head of the Post-Office and Post-Roads 
Committee if the Post-Office Appropriation bill 
is given toit. He had charge of this bill in 
the House during the last Con 

The committee will meet tomorrow immedi- 
ately after the adjournment of the House, and 
expects to complete its labors and be ready to 
make its report to the House Monday. 


THE PUBLIC DOMAIN. 

Secretary Lamar recently addressed a letter 
to Attorney-General Garland ask him to 
issue general instructions to District-Attor- 
neys to proceed in the civil and criminal courts 
against violators of the law of 1884, prohibit- 
ing the erection or maintenance of fences upon 
the public domain. Secretary Lamar's letter 
requests that District-Attorneys be directed to 
proceed by civil suits against all persons who 
constructed fences on public lands between 
the time of passage of the law of 1884 and 
the issuance of the President's prociamation 
prescribing the manner of enf that law. 
He also requests that criminal suits be insti- 
tuted against all persons who have erected 
wire fenceson public lands since the Presi- 
dent’s proflamation was issued and who have 
resisted the efforts of the authorities to clear 
the public domain of such obstructions. At- 
torney-General Garland said tonight that he 
bad prepared instructions to District Attorneys 
in accordance with these suggestions. Secre- 
tary Lamar also said tonight that no names are 
specified, as the instructions are general and 
apply to ail violators of the law of 1884 of 
whom the District Atterneys have cognizance 
or are informed 1 — department.

After 
attending to his mother, Cornelius Vanderbilt 
summoned the undertaker to close the coffin, 
the pall-bearers put on broad, white sasbes, 
and the carriages began to fall in line before 
the door. 

Very few people had gathered on the street, 
though to meet possible contingencies a police 
sergeant and thirty patrolmen had been sent 
to the house to maintain order. There was no 


dtfiiculty at all in keeping the small crowd on 


the t sidewalk directiy fronting the house, 
leaving the roadway perfectly clear ior the car- 
riages and relieving the mourners from getting 
stared out of countenance while they passed 
from the doorstep to the vehicles. A few per- 
sons were permitted to look on from the 
grounds of the Roman Catholic Orphan Asylum, 
directly opposit the residence. Others, ho did 
not care for so close a view, found comforta- 
bie places in the sheltered doorways of the 
marble cathedral. It still lacked fourteen 
minutes of 10 o’clock when the public caught 
its fret view of the rich man’s coffin, covered 
with a heavy black pall, as it was lifted from 
the house to the hearse. Everything was 
managed without confusion. Before the peo- 
Die looking on had time to get accustomed to 
it all the carriages were passing down the av- 
enue to St. Bartholomew's Church. 

In the carriage first following the hearse 
were Cornelius Vanderbilt and wife; with 
George Vanderbilt; in the second were Win- 
jam K. Vanderbilg and wife; the third con- 
tained J. 8. Webb and wife;*the fourth, Mr. 
and Mrs. W. Sloane; and the fifth, Mr. and Mrs. 
Twombley. Fifteen other carriages followed 
with the pall-bearers and friends of the fam- 
ily. 

A great crowd of people besieged the doors 
of the church. The women felt most aggrieved, 
and said the sharpest things when told 
repeatedly and peremptorily that it was 
impossible for them to get inside. A 
great many persons were on band 
by 8:30 O’clock, hoping to pass the dodrkeep- 
ers. They were allowed to fall in line and stay 
there long enough to make their feet cola and 
their hope of sficcess warm. Then 180 police- 
men were scattered about to mass them all on 
the east sidewalk of Madison avenue and the 
north sidewalk of Forty-fourth street. All 
the doorsteps in the neighborhood were 
thronged with spectators.. Hundreds of faces 
watehed the crowd gather from the comfort- 


able side of closed windows until the funeral . 


procession drew near the church. It was 
scarcely 10:05 o'clock when the hearse drew up 
betore the Madison avenue entrance, The 
crowd pushed forward a little then. After the 
coffin was lost to view in the church the mourn- 
ers alighted from their carriages in the order 
in which they had ridden from the house and 
followed it, 
IN THE CHURCH. 

Perfect simplicity marked all of the proceed- 
ings in the churehb. By special request of the 
family friends refrained from sending floral 
tributes, and the only mourning drapery visible 
in the auditorium before the arrival of he 
funeral party were the low, biack catafalque in 
front of the chancel and the modest curtain 
orape on the door of the vacant Vanderbilt 
pew. The church contained an assemblage 


representative of wealth and power such as is · 


seldom seen, yet there was no pomp and no 
glitter of fashion. By whe time the bearse and 
the mourners reached the church all of the 
seats in the large auditorium were occupied 
except those reserved for the members of the 
family and the pall-bearers. 

Assistant-Bishop Henry C. Potter took his 
place in the chance} at 10 o’clock, A few min- 
utes afterward the Rev. Dr. Samuel Cooke, 
rector of the church, and his assistant, the 
Rev. Mr. Clampett, walked down the central 
aisle to the main entrance. The clergymen 
wore mourning sashes over their white sur- 
plices. The notes of Chopins Funeral 
March” pealed from the organ, and the solemn 
procession moved into the church and toward 
the chaneel. The rector and his assistant 
walked in front of the pallbearers, slowly re- 
peating the opening portion of the Episco- 
pal burial service. The bearers preceded the 
coffin, which was borne into the church on the 
shoulders of six young men and placed upon 
the catafaique. Upon the lid was a bank of 
fresh blue violetsga bunch of palms, and a 
wreath of myrtle decked with white roses. A 
cross of white roses, the tribute of some of the 
women of the Vanderbilt family, was placed 
at the foot of the catafalque. The pall-bear- 
ers took seats in the front pews on the left of 
the central ailse, and the mourners filled 
fully a dozen pews on the opposit side 
of the ailse. Mr. and Mrs. Cornelius 
Vanderbilt and their three children occupied 
the front pew; back of them sat Mr. and Mrs. 
W. K. Vanderbilt and George Vanderbilt; next 
came Mr. and Mrs. Frederick Vanderbilt, Mr. and 
Mrs. H. McK. Twombley, Mr. and Mrs. Sloane 
and their two children, Mr. and Mrs. Webb, 
and “Uncle” Jacob Vanderbilt with his sons 
and his two daughteré—Mrs. McNamee and 
Mrs. Casaer. The mourners also included 
some other relatives of the family. 

The large congregation remained standing 
from the time that the coffin was borne into 
the church until after the smging of the regu- 
larly appointed anthem by the quartet choir. 
The anthem, which comprised vy from the 
thirty-ninth and ninetieth — 4 tho 
following passage, somewhat significant upon 
this occasion: For man walketh in a vain 
shadow and disquieteth himself jn vain; he 
heapeth up riches aud cannot tell who shall 
gather hem.“ ; 

Tne entire burial service was read by the 
Rev. Dr. Cook, the assistant Bishop taking no 
part in tue service. After the concluding 
prayer and bymn the coffin was taken from 
the church and placed in the hearse. The Rev. 


Dr. Cook, in confinmg himself strictly to the 


church ritual, simply carried out the wishes of 
the family.

MRS. NEWBERRY’S POSITION. 

“Mrs. Newberry’s position with regard to 

this estate has been entirely misunderstood by 
Obicago pub ic.“ said Mr. Q@muel H. Ker- 
— who bas known the deceased for forty 
“A great many people thought that she 
voluntarily stood in the way of the trustees 
carrying out the project of the public brary, 
and that she could bave executed a release 
which would bave operated to have freed the 
trustees trom the lim tations imposed upon 
them hy the terms of the will. Years ago Mrs. 

Newberry received ber share of the estate, 
which sbare consisted of the absolute owner- 
ship of about $300,000, being the one-third of 
the then personal property, and also a liſe- 
estate in one-third of the real property of the 
estate. This last was accomplished by the set- 
ting apart for the use and enjoyment of Mrs. 
Newberry during her lifetime of one-toird of 
the real property. 

“The will darm unfortunately named as 
the t me for the division of the estate an event 
upon the occurrence of whivh such division 
alone could be made, the courts decided that, 
though Mrs. Newoerry bad no further inter-, 
est in the estate, the doctrine of acceleratiun 
could not be made to apply, and that the sim- 
ple event nominated in the will must actually 
occur. That event, unfortunately for Mrs. 
Newberry. was her own death; so that no re 
ease on ber part and no assent on ber part to 
the doctrine of acceleration could bave se- 
cured an earlier division of the estate, and 
bence the building of the Newberry Library. 
Mrs. Newberry’s consciousness of her thus 
innocently, powerlesly, and profitiesly to her- 
self standing in the way of the gratification of 
the wishes of the people was a source of great 
annoyance and mortificauon to her. It was 
this conse ousness and, of course, no fear of 
personal barm which made her prefer a life 
awav trom Chicago.” 

** You knew the Newberry’s well in former 
days?” 

“Yes. Thirty-eight years ago they bad no 
home ot their own, although Mr. Newberry 
ved the land upon which be subsequently 
built bis homestead. He bad it fenced in and 
sultivated a garden as a sort of bobby; the lot 
i 218x320, and today there are siender palings 
punning around tge lots in which are the black- 
ened ruins ot the foundations, a grim relic of 
the fire. After the homestead was built tney 
built a stable on the opposit street and kept a 
quiet family carriage. Mrs. Newberry was a 
rather bandsome woman, of med um hight and 
build, with very beautiful eyes and an affable 
presence. Sbe dressed well, but not in what 
we would today call a stylish manner. She ang 
the chiidren went much into society, of which 
Mrs. Newberry was a very delightful 
member. It must not be supposed that 
the tamily were close or niggardly, 
for they lived liberally and genteelly, without 
ostentation. Mrs. Newberry was a very regu- 
lar attendant and member of St. James’ Church, 
and aiways responded readily to the appeals of 
the church or the poor. She was very fond ot 
the society of young ladies, and frequently baa 
bevies ot iris around ber, although sbe gave 
but few parties. The bomestead was built in 
1855 or 1856, and was beautifully furnished—in 
fact, it was artistic and elegant for those days. 
The worid is very apt to measure the benevo- 
lence of persons hy the amouut of money they 
give in proportion to their means, but the 
world does not kuow all nor half that such per- 
Bonus give quietly.” 

THE LIBRARY AND ITS SITE. 

Mr. W. D. Kerfoot, in speaking of the pro- 
jected library, said: My -understanding is 
that it is to be a reference and not a circulat- 
ing | brary, and if such is the case its erection 
will have a beneficial effect on the surrounding 
property. Ido not think that the site of the 
Newberry homestead is a very suitable one for 
such an institution; it may be too far south 
and too near the r:ver—io fact, that location is 
out of the centre of the population; but public 
sentiment may demand that the edifice be 
erected on tlie site of the homestead ruins. 
There have been rumors from time to time, 
ano especially when the Newberry estate owned 
tne Mabion D. Ogden block (bounded by Clark. 
Dearborn, Oak, and Washington Park) that 
the library would be best located there, as that 
is the geographical centre of Norih Chicago. 
This site could be purchased yet, I presume.“

Mary Gardner of Chicago 
each get one-eighth; Walter C. Newberry 
gets gnother eighth; ana the children of Oli- 
ver (together) an eighth. As there are 
three children they each get one-twenty- 
fourth, or a very handsome fortune each. 
John S. Newberry gets but one-sixteenth of 
the one-balf of the estate that goes to the 
beirs, which will realize at least 5200. 000. Mrs. 
Starkweather of Ypsilanti gets a like propor- 
tion. Henry L. Newberry’s children come in 
for one-sixteenth. As there are six of them 
they will realize one-sixty-fourth each, and 
the children of George P. get asimilar amount. 

With the exception of John S. Newberry, al! 
the heirs are poor. John S. is worth two or 
three millions already. It was said by one of 
the heirs this evening that Jobn was worth 
probably ten times as much as all the other 
heirs combined. 

One of the most conspicuous of all the heirs, 
for certain circumstances, is Henry Warner 
Newberry. He is now 56 years old, and 
bas been a very unsuccessful business-man. 

This windfall,” be said today, has been the 
worst possible thing forme. I knew I would 
be very rich one day, and that knowledge 
was a bad thing for me.“ He needs it badly 
enough now, however. and is very thankful he 
did not seli out all of bis interest in the estate. 

After the vain attempt of the heirs to b: eak 
the will H. W. Newberry was in dire straits. 
He was born the same year us Senator Thomas 
W. Paimer. They went to school together 
and were lifelong friends. Newberry went to 
Palmer and proposed to seil to the Sendtor a 
quarter interest in his (Newberry’s) expecta- 
tion for $20,000. The Senator agreed to buy it, 
and interested with him William A. Moore, 
Ashley Pond, and Ford Starring. It was ap- 
parent that Mr. Newberry could not sell what 
was not bigs—in other words be could not dis- 
pose of bis interest or any part thereof until 
be had acquired it by the death of the widow— 
and if the Senatorand his friends sbould in- 
vest they would be taking a big risk. If New- 
berry died before the widow his interest would 
go to bis heirs, and nothing he could do during 
life cohid deprive them of it. However, the 
gentiemen made a contract with Mr. Newberry 
to pay him $2,000 a year for ten vears for one- 
quarter interest of his one-eighth. To insure 
themselves against loss in case of his death 
they insured bis life for $20,000, paying the 
pemium themselves. If the widow died be- 
fore the expiration of the ten years, Newberry 
was still to get nis $20,000 for a fourth interest. 
If she died after the expiration of the 
time and he survived, the quarter interest 
was theirs for what they bad paid him. 
There was no agreement or understanding that 
the $2,000 annuity was to continue after ten 
years. This syndicate realizes about $100,000 
on the investment. Moore and Pond get one- 
fifth and Palmer four-fifths. Starring's inter- 
est is $12,000 in Palmer's proportion. It 
looked, said Mr. Newberry, as if I was sell- 
ing a good deal for a |.ttie, but I was poor; had 
been un/ortunate in business, and needed 
money to live on, and $2,000 a year for ten 
years was worth to me, when I made 
that contract, more than the big money they 
get out of it now. However, Tom Palmer and 
I were boys together, and he has done me 
many favors, and I'm not a bit sorry 1 did it.“ 

Six cr seven years ago four other capitalists 
formed a syndicate to speculate on the death 
of Mrs. Newberry and the claims of several 
others of the indigent beirs. This syndicate 
was formed of Jesse H. Farweil, William B. 
Wesson, Milton H. Butier, and George Jerome. 
They made a dicker nh Fred, 
Edward, and Walter Newberry, children 
of Henry L. Newberry, tor their inter- 
est in the estate. They advanced to the 
boysa sum of money, and took the heirs’ 
notes for a large sum of money. Mr. Butler, 
President of the Citizens’ Savings Bank, will 
receive the largest pile, as he owns the sbare 
of Edward H. Newberry outright, and has 
large claims on the shares of Wa'ter A. New- 
Lerry and another beir. Mr. Butler bought 
Edward’s share aboutten yearsago. Yourg 
Newberry ic nowrailroading. The three New- 
berrys received, in ali, about $30,000 from Mr. 
Butler. The latter will now get from $200,000 
to $300,000 on bis investment. . 

Mr. Butler stated th. s morning that the value 
of the estate has been mucb underestimated in 
the papers, It includes neariy the entire town 
of Green Bay, besides what had already been 
reported. He thought ex-Congressman New- 
berry’s share would reach $1,000,000. Mesers. 
Farwell and Jerome are likely to receive from 
$50,000 to $100,000 each. A prominent lawyer 
said today that no court would sustain these 
contracts if the heirs saw fit to contest them, 
which is notlikely. He said ali the speculators 
could recover at law would be the sum actually 
advanced, with interest.

New York, Dec. 11.—[Special.}—Jay Gould’s 
American Cable Company's stock, representing 
a par value of $14,000,000, will be struck from 
the liste of the Stock Exchange tomorrow, and 
no more dealings in it wili be permitted until 
the cable company recedes trom what the ex- 
change declares to be an unfair and discredit- 
able position. Before Scoville, the confidential 


clerk of Lawyer Henry Day, fled be marketed 
many of Mr. Day's securities and put the pro- 


ceeds into .his own pocket. Among the 
securities were 700 shares of Ameri- 
can Cable stock, which, in we of 
100 shares each, passed into che hands 
of clients of ieading brokerage houses. The 
firm of Work, Strong & Co. bougbt 100 shares, 
and. taking it to the office of the company, bad 
the stock transferred to the name of one of 
their customers. Other firms had similar 
transfers made of the stock which they bought. 
The company not only issued hew certificates 
in lieu of the old ones, which they canceled 
or destroyed, but they paid two or three regu- 
lar quarterly dividends to the new holders, 
who heard no question as to their 
title to the stock in their names un- 
til suddenly, some months ago, the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company, guarantors 
of the cable dividends, served notice that the 
certificates outstanding, issued in lieu of the 
old Day certificates, were invalid and valueless, 
inasmuch as they had been issued in exchange 
for certificates stolen and fraudulently marked. 
As a transfer agent, the company said, its 
duties were purely of a clerical vbaracter, and 
that it assumed no responsibility and gave no 
guarantee in issuing new certificates. The par- 


ty holding an invalid certificate must look for 
a remedy to the party trom wbom he bad pur- 
chased. Against this view the Stock Exchange 
contends that a transfer agent is not a 
mere clerk without responsibility. It must 
surround that work with safeguards; the in- 
vesting public is obliged to depend upon it, 
and cert. ficates issued regular y by the author- 
ized transfer agent by any corporation must 
stand asthe best evidence of ownership. The 
transfer agent ought not to suffer from im pos. 
tion, for its invest. gations before issuing cer- 
tificates should be made so thorough as to 
render imposition absolutely impossible. And, 
deciares the exchange governors, this view 
must be adopted by corporations who seek any 
recognition from the excbange. Thirty days 


ago notice to the effect was served 
on the American Cable Company. Up 
to the hour of closing the 


exchange no communication was received 
from the cuble company and President Sim- 
mons from tne rostrum, tomorrow morning 
will announce that the Governors have forbid- 
den further dealings in the company’s stock 
on tne floor of the exchange.

implored bis assistance. The stranger. 
while stopping at the St. Clair 
Hotel, had been relieved, 80 be 


said, of $1,000 in bills, a gold pin, and a suit of 
clothes by a sneak-thief who had got into his 
room during bis absence. Dr. McLain, as he 


called bimself, was a Scotehman, and 
came to a Scotchman for aid. 
He produced a diploma of medicine 
from an Illinois coliege. His candor and 


destitution moved the Rev. Dr. Mingins to help 
bim. He introduced McLain to a respectable 
‘woman who took boarders and made hims@if 
responsible for a month’s expenses. McLain 
brought suit against the proprietor 
of the St. Clair Hotel and recovered the value 
of a suit of clothes. The $1.000 and diamond 
pin somebow dropped out of the case. McLain 
made progress in love and religion. He be- 
came a member of the Union Taberuacie Church. 
Two weeks after admission he announced to 
the pastor that he was about to marry the land- 
lady. Mr. Mingins went to the lady herself, 
and found that she knew nothing of the mat- 
ter. The doctor explained away the misap- 
prehension, and became unusually de- 
vout. He was full of ‘brother’ and sister.“ 
said Mr. Mingins, and was altogether 
too fit to die. During the winter be asked for 
and was given a church letter of dismissal, and 
left the city. After, his departure several 
women came to Mr. Mingins with stories that 
the doctor bad swindied them. He had also 
been unusually devout with the sisters.“ 
In June last Mr. Mingins received a letter of 
inquiry about McLain from Deacon J. W. 
Sykes of the First Congregational Church of 
Chicago. McLain had been admitted to the 
Chicago church on presegting bis letter ot dis- 
missal from the Union Tabernacie Church. He 
had at the same time set up as a mesmeric 
physician, and was soon raising a scandal in 
the church by dis swindiing operations 
and immoral practices. the outcome of 
Mr. Mingins’ reply was the excommunication 
of the doctor and the cancellation of bis di- 
ploma by the Illinois faculty. In November 
came another letter of inquiry; this time from 
the Rev. Maurice D. Edwards of the Dayton 
Avenue Presbsterian Church of St. Paul. It 
seemed that McLain had worked bigeeif into 
the pastorship of a Presbyterian cburch, 
but had soon shown the cloven foot. He was 
with a young woman in open intimacy, and by 
appealing to the soft side ot the sisters 
had continued his swindling operations.

THAT CHICAGO PROPERTY SUIT. 

The suit brought by the heirs of George 0. 
Hovey of Boston against Phelps, Dodge & Co.

property in Chicago purchased by the plaintiffs 
from the defendants was continued today. 
The examination of Albert W. Sansome was 
continued. John K Parsons, counsel for the 
defense, cross-examined the witness as to the 
effect of the amount of rental on the value of 
the property.

Is Shot Because He Would 
Not Pay a Claim. ‘ 


His Assailant, C. W. Brown, Then 
Cuts His Own Throat and 
Dies. 


The Man First Wounded Likely to Re- 
cover No Witnesses to the 
Tragedy. 


—— — — 


Saw Francisco, Cal., Dec. 11.—[Special.}— 
Jonn A. Benson, the surveyor, who has jong 
bad the monopoly of Government business on 
this coast, was shot today in his office by C. W. 
Brown ot Cheyenne. Brown then cut his own 
throat with an ink-éraser. The cause of the 
shooting was declared by Benson to be trouble 
Brown bad had with two women, but the real 
cause was, it js said, money which Benson 
owed him, but refused to pay. Brown bad 
done work for Benson in the Laramie district, 
and there was $15,000 due him on contract. 
The matter was referred to three contractors 
here, and they fixed the sum due Brown at $5,- 
000. This had not been paid, and it is believed 
that Brown, after vainly trymeg to get the 
money, shot Benson and then committed sui- 
cide. 7 

Mr. Brown fired two shots at Benson, the 
first taking effect in the latter’s lert cheek. 
A terrible struggle ensued. Brown fired 
again, this shot taking effect in the neck. 
Brown then turned the revolver on himself 
and fired three shots. Thea, realizing that be 
bad not killed himself, he seized a large paper- 
cutter lying on the desk and furiously thrust 
it into his neck. The biow was so well aimed 
and with such savage force that it passed a- 
most through and severed the jugular vein. 
He dropped to the floor by the side of his vic- 
tim, and in few minutes bled to death. Benson 
will probably recover. 

A policeman who happened to be near the 
door of J. C. Flood’s office, the bonanza mill- 
ionaire, heard the shots and rushed into Ben- 
son's office, but too late to prevent further 
mischief. No word or sign of life could be ex- 
tracted from Brown, who was in the last 
agonies of death. Benson on being raised up 
quickly said he hadu't had any diepute with 
Brown, bad known him for several years, had 
many land transactions with him, and beyond 
some business disputes did not know why he 
should shoot him or take bis own life. 

A mah who bas done work for Mr. Benson 
throws light on the affair. He said: **1 almost 
wonder that something like this never took 
place before. John A. Benson was head of 
one of the meanest surveying rings that ever 
fastened itself on a young State, and in every- 
thing be id be acted unscrupulously. Until 
recently he had a monopoly of all Government 
surveying contracts on this coast, and it was 
his custom to engage a lot of young men to do 
his work, give them outfite at exorbitant 
prices, and allow them so much of the con- 
tract price as he chose. Laterly Benson has 
been very remiss on paying his men what was 
due on old contracts. He would give them $5 
or- 810 at a time, and kept them broke most 
of the time. I believe that Brown’s connec- 
tion with Benson was about surveying con- 
tracts in the Laramie district, about which re- 
cent exposures of fradd were made by the 
general office at Washington. Benson grew 
immensely rich out of his land contracts, while 
men who did the wor were kept poor ali the 
time. Having access to the fleld notes and de- 
scriptions, Benson knew in advance of any one 
here what was the nature of new surveys, and 
he never failed to take advantage of bis know!l- 
edge by taking up the best land. He used a 
good deal of Indian scrip for this purpose. 

“This greediness was a source of 
trouble to Benson, for he t so much land 
that be became land- poor, and Government 
having tied up a lot of his contracts about 
which there were doubts, he went into bank- 
ruptoy a few months ago. I teil you that when- 
ever the history of that surveying ru is truth- 
fully written it will make a sensation. It 
reached all the way to Washington, and at one 
time bad most of the California, Nevada, 


Wyoming, Nebraska, Arizona, and Montana 
officers by the throat.

HOLDING THE PRESIDENT TO HIS 
PRINCIPLES. 

The action of the Republican’ Senators in 
caucus indicates that they are determined to 
hold the President down to the civil-service 
principles he has so frequently and osten- 
tatiously advocated. _ In his letter of accept- 
ance, in his message, in private and in pub- 
lic he has reiterated the doctrine that public 
office is a public trust, and that the offices 
must be distributed for merit, not as rewards 
for partisan service, In his latest pronuncia- 
mento, speaking of the administration of the 
Civil-Service law, he says: 


Experience in its administration will prob- 
abiy suggest an amendment of the methods of 


tained whether our Government could survive 
the strain of a continuance of this system, 
which, upon every change of Administration, 
inepires an immense army of claimants for 
Office to lay siege to the patronage of the Gov- 
ernment, engrossing the time of public officers 
with their importunities, spreading abroad the 
contagion of their disappointment, and filling 
the air with the turmoil of their aiscontent. 


What does the man mean? There are in 
round numbers 100,000 offices of public trust 
connected with the administration of the 
Federal Government. Of these the Pendle- 
ton Civil-Service law affects only about 17,000, 
leaving 83,000 which are affected by the 
civil-cervice convictions of the President him- 
self. More than four-fifths of the offices lie 
outside the jurisdiction of the Civil-Service 
Commission. The law itself is a small mat- 
ter, so far as its application is concerned, 
and does not go beyond the area of clerk- 
ships, but the ctfvil-service option of the 
President is an immense matter. He has it 
within his power to root out that system 
“which distributes public positions purely 
as rewards for partisan service,” to relieve 
the Government from the strain of a con- 
tinuance of that system and the public offi- 
cers from the importunities of an immense 
army of claimants for office laying siege to 
the patronage of the Government.” All this 
was clearly within his power, but not one de- 
tail of it has he carried out. If he believes 
what he says he would have practiced it. If 
he was honest in his expressions he would 
have acted in consonance with thems He 
would not have subjected the Government to 
the strain. He would not have relaxed the 
principle which underlies the law, nor weak- 
ened the safeguards which surround it. That 
principle and those safeguards lie entirely in 
his hands, and yet this man who talks so glib- 
ly about protecting them has been engaged 
for nearly ten months in no other work than 
breaking them down. He has gone about the 
task of decapitation like a butcher, and, with 
the assistance of his seven Cabinet clerks and 
their heads of departments, has lopped off Re- 
publican heads at the rate of 1,000 per week 
during the forty weeks of his term which 
ended yesterday. He has removed these 
40,00Q officeholders because they were Na- 
tional Union Republicans, and he has filled 
their places with 40,000 Bourbon and State- 
sovereignty spoilsmen. „ Is not this a relaxa- 
tion of the principle which underlies the 
civil service? Is not this a weakening of the 
safeguards which surround the law? Every 
day he has been in office he has been publicly 
practicing what he condemns in his message. 

The Republican Senators can do no less 
than take him at his word. ‘They would be 
derelict in duty if they failed to do so 
promptly and thoroughly. In justice to his 
views in the matter of civil service they must 
investigate suspensions and examine the 
proofs of misconduct, which, of course, he 
will be glad to furnish. If those proofs are 
not valid, of course he will not expect that 
the nominations will be confirmed, If he has 
caused officeholders to be removed for of- 
fensive partisanship, of course he will show 
the character of their offense, and to justify 
his own declaration that public positions 
should not be distributed as rewards for par- 
tisan service he will be equally willing to 
show that the thousands of Democrats who 
have been put in their places were not offen- 
sive partisans, and that some of them bave 
not been ballot-box stuffers and unscrupulous 
manipulators of local politics; have not. been 
engaged in conspiracies to steal the vote of 
a whole State; have not been in the peniten- 
tiary or are not there now; and have not been 
recruited from jails and workhouses. The 
Republicans should take the President strictly 
at his word, and gratify his sense of honesty 
and consistency by allowing him to demon- 
strate that all the appointments of his Ad- 
ministration have been made on the basis of 
the merit system, and not as rewards for 
partisan 3 
FAILURE OF THE IOWA PROHIB- 

ITORY LAW. 

The exhaustive inquiries made by Senator 
Sutton concerning the enforcement of the 
Iowa Prohibitory law covered minety-nine 
counties and extended to every town in the 
State of over 300 population. Exact figures 
were called for as to the number of open 
saloons in each place, and the replies prove 
beyond all contradiction that there are -more 
doggeries in the State now than before the 
adoption of, the Prohibitory law. The re- 
ports are made by responsible citizens *of 
the various. localities, many of them being 
extreme Prohibitionists, who, however, feel 
bound to state truly the facts even though 
they contradict and explode the Prohibition 
theories as to the efficacy of sumptuary laws 
in coercing people into a change of habits, It 
is shown that there are 2,257 dramshops in 
Iowa now, as compared with 1,806 two years 
ago, before the adoption of the Prohibitory 
law. This statement, however, gives only a 
hint of the evils that have been wrought by 
inflexible prohibition. 

In many of the er places the open 
traffic in liquor has been suppressed, but the 
dramshops have been transferred to the 
larger towns, where they now run free from 
all restraint. . As a rule, prohibition is rea- 
sonably well enforced in the small villages— 
to the extent at least of closing the open sa- 
loons and compelling the drinkers to resort 
to the drug-stores or buy liquor by the jug in 
the larger places—but in the cities the law is 
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eut down to sixty and were still disappearing 
when the Prohibitory law took off the tax and 
set them free. After eighteen months of pro- 
hibition Des Moines now has 175 saloons, and 
some authorities put the number at 200! 
This, too, in a city where the Prohibitionists 
are exceptionally strong and active, and where 
the courts ruled rigidly in favor of the Pro- 
hibitory law. Dubuque reports an increase 
of twenty-six open saloons and 100 secret, 
Davenport thirty, Keokuk thirteen, Sioux 
City twenty-five, and Ottumwa has dram- 
shops four times as many and ten times 
worse than before.” When carefully scanned 
these figures reveal a significance not appar- 
ent at first glance, as they show that the only 
cities which have escaped a great increase of 
saloons are the ones engaged in a bold and 
open nullification of the State law by substi- 
tuting license taxation for prohibition. Still, 
the efforts of the cities to protect themselves 
by taxation are often futile and ineffective, 
since all such attempts are in violation of the 
State law. 

Waterloo, a place of 6,500 population, re- 
ports a reduction of saloons from twenty to 
sixteen, together with less drunkenness, less 
loafing, less carousing,” but it is carefully ex- 
plained that this is the result not of prohibi- 
tion but of an annual tax of $275 levied on 
the saloons without regard to law. Legally 
no saloon in lowa can be taxed a dime, but 
some of the cities refused to accept the al- 
ternative of free whisky and instead puta 
penalty on the doggeries and eollect it, law or 
no law. They feel bound to protect them- 
selves even though in doing it they are com- 
pelled to resort to the deplorable expedient 
of nullifying the State law. In places like 
Des Moines and Burlington, where no at- 
tempt has been made to substitute license 
taxation for prohibition, the people are cursed 
with an unrestrained liquor traffic. The sit- 
uation in Iowa is deplorable to the last de- 
gree. The cities which make no attempt to 
encourage the violation of the State law un- 
der the cover of illegal licenses are turned 
over to the rule of free whisky, bound hand 
and foot, while some of the rebeilious places 
which have nullified the State law and sub- 
stituted license taxation are still able to hold 
the doggeries in check. 


ENGLISH POLITICAL HVOLUTION. 

The processes of political evolution in En- 
gland are busily at work. The great ques- 
tion of parliamentary reform set on foot 
halfa century ago has broadened out and 
made rapid progress towards republicanism 
under the influence of the concentration of 
the legislative power in a single house elect- 
ed by the people. In this evolution parties 
have changed and elections have grown more 
definit and radical in their meanings, and 
England today is entering upon one of her 
greatest political revolutions, which may yet 
end in the overthrow of a dynasty and the 
establishment of a republican form of gov- 
ernment, 

The lines which defined parties have been 
changed. For years political struggles were 
fought out between Whigs and Tories, or, in 
other words, between the aristocratic landed 
interest and the stratum of society lower 
down—the manufacturing interest, which 
could not hope to rise higher than Sir“ or 
** Baronet,” ‘but which still worshiped 
privilege, if it could not enjoy it, and was 
proud of royalty and nobility, the lord, the 
squire, and the parson, and all that made 
“Old England a _ privileged coun- 
try and a little better than -the 
rest of the world. In the solid Tory 
ranks, still as solid as ever, are the Crown 
and all its parasites and retainers, the Lord 
High Admirals and Generals, the hereditary 
Dukes and Earls, the bulk of the Lords 
and Marquises, the Episcopal Bishops 
and clergy, the Squirearchy in general; 
three-fourths of all the landlord class and 
the bankers and plutovrats who seek to be- 
come allied by marriage with titled families. 
In short, three-fourths of the British aristoc- 
racy, and plutocracy, and State and Church 
priests are Tories to the backbone. Tory- 
ism means special privileges.. The other 
party are called the Liberals, but are made 
up of Whigs and Radicals. The latter are 
really Republicans in principle. The Whigs 
are a special-privilege faction embracing, per- 
haps, one-fourth of the land monopolists and 
titled classes, but they have always had 
liberal inclinations and more faith in the 
fairness and patriotism of the masses than 
their Tory brethren. Though they still cling 
to the doctrine of privilege they are in favor 
of more or Jess liberality to the people. 
As time went on the dividing line became 
more strongly marked and the radical wing 
of tha Liberals asserted itself more 
strongly. There were several causes 
at work affecting this result, among 
them the remarkable growth and spread 
of the newspaper in a cheaper 
and more popular form, the establishment 
and rapid increase of common schools, the 
influence of the American form of gov- 
ernment as Englishmen became better ac- 
quainted with it, and the general drift of the 
world towards freer thought, the rights of 
the people, and bolder expression of them. 
Under the effect of this evolutionary process 
it was not long before the Whig party was 
split into two well-defined factions, the 
Whigs represented by such leaders as the Mar- 
quis of Hartington, Harcourt, and Goschen, 
the latter almost a Tory, and the Radicals 
headed by Chamberlain, while the ‘‘ Grand 
Old Man,” whose sympathies are with the 
Radicals, wraps his mantle about him and 
stands between them pleading the privilege 
of age and service as exemption from active 
assertion. 

In the Parliament which was recently dis-

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‘GLADSTONE AND PARNELL. 

Nothwithstanding the damage which Mr. 
Parnell inflicted on the Liberals in the gen- 
eral elections in Great Britain just closed, 
there is really no good reason why there 
should not be a Gladstone-Parnell alliance. 
The purpose of Mr. Parnell’s tactics is now 
apparent. He anticipated a Liberal majori- 
ty. He tried to keep it down so as to make 
it more manageable, and he succeeded. Mr. 
Labouchére said what Mr. Parnell meant 
when the manifesto to the English voters 
was issued: I should have thought,” Lab- 
ouchére wrote Nov. 24, that home rule would 
be best advanced by the Liberals being in a 
small majority.” ‘The manifesto, he said, 
was a ‘palpable mistake, unless, indeed, he 
[Parnell] has come to the conclusion that the 
Liberals must win and only wishes to reduce 
their majority.“ 

The Liberals have won in Great Britain 
by a majority of more than 100 over the 
Tories, and giving the latter their eighteen 
votes in Ireland. ‘The Parnellites by uniting 
with the Liberals can give them a majority 
of 172. Such a union might drive some of 
the Whigs and moderate Liberals into the 
Tory ranks, but it is only a question of time 
when they will go anyway. There are only 
about thirty of them. The eighty-six Par- 
nellites would amply compensate the Glad- 
stone party for their loss. The Irishmen are 
capable, industrious, and expert debaters. 
They want for their country what the En- 
glish Radicals want for Great Britain: local 
self-government, reform of the land laws, 
and a more liberal system of popular educa- 
tion. The Irishmen in addition want some 
form of home rule, Both Mr. Gladstone and 
Mr. Chamberlain have announced their in- 
tention to grant the demands of the Irish 
members in this direction to any extent com- 
patible with the integrity of the United King- 
dom. Their Scotch and English supporters 
with few exceptions will heartily support 
them in passing the most liberal measures 
for home rule. The Highland Scotch mem- 
bers—there are about a dozen of them—are 
in thorough sympathy with the Parnellites 
already, and many English members, like Mr. 
Cowen, Mr. Morley, and several new Rad- 
ical members, go so far as to advocate nearly 
the full measure of Mr. Parnell’s demands. 

There is no doubt that the Irish leader will 
accept much less than he asks for. He 
knows Englishmen well enough to be con- 
vinced that they will not confer on an Irish 
Legislature the power to place a tariff on 
British goods. That issue was raised by Mr. 
Parnell probably as a point to negotiate on, 
one to be given up and regarded as a conces- 
sion on his part. On other points of his 
program he would be also willing to yield 
to Mr. Gladstone. The Grand Old Man” 
is desirous of crowning the great work 
of his public life by settling the Irish ques- 
tion.

The 
Mormon Church is a corporate body under 
the laws of the so-called State of Deseret, 
which were made part of the Territorial laws 
of Utah when Buchanan appointed Brigham 
Young Governor of the Territory. This act 
of incorporation confers upon the Mormon 
Church the widest political powers, entirely 
outside of the legitimate church province. 
Mr. Edmunds’ bill proposes the repeal of 
these powers, and is the same bill which 
passed the Senate by a three-fourths vote 
during the last Congress. 

The bill in question would go far towards 
settling the question of Mormon political au- 
thority; but, even if passed, would not bea 
complete solution. What is needed is addi- 
tional legislation by which the Government 
of the Territory, which the Mormons have 
usurped, shall be turned over toa Federal 
Commission like that which governs the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and shall be administered 
by them in the interests of the people who 
own the Territory and not in the interest of a 
church which has no rightful claim upon it.

The President sees no other reason for 
touching it except the propriety of not taking 
more from the pockets of the peovie than is 
needed for public expenditure. It is the crown- 
ing injustice of the protective system that it 
taxes one class of citizens for the benefit of 
another without benefit to the Public Treasury. 
While it is just and fair to industries and in- 
terests that have been encouraged by such a 
policy that they shall not be ruthlesly dealt 
with, as the President suggests, it is also just 
and fair that the people who have been wrongfally 
taxed to build up these industries and interests 
shall as soon as possibie be relieved. The Presi- 
dent does not seem to havea glimmering of this 
obvious truth, und, besides, falls readily into the 
protectionist delusion that the interests of Ameri- 
can labor furnish the most justifiable pretext 
for a protective policy. A reference to the report 
of the Secretary of the Treasury would.have hard- 
ly confirmed the President in this opinion. 
Out of this balancing on top of the fence 
on the question of tariff revision it is just to 
say, however, that the final idea that reduc~ 
tion of tax to the extent of surplus revenue should 
be accomplished by taking it off of imported neces- 
saries of life is measurably wise. Its wisdom de- 
pends upon the method by which it is effected. If 
a cent is taken off the duty per pound on sugar it 
will wipe out the surplus without doing much col- 
lateral good. If the tax is taken off of raw materi- 
als of manufacture it will be a widespread benefit. 
But the message is as indefinit as a Delphic oravcie. 
It is intended to satmfy everybody, and will prob- 
ably not satisfy anybody. 

It is the business of the Congress to make and 
unmake tariffs; and we should be giad to think that 
President Cleveland's unsatisfactory utterances 
grew out of a disposition to let Congress take care 
of the matter. But his hedging is all in the wrong 
direction. It is the duty of the President to rec- 
ommend, but his recommendations fritter away the 
strong and impregnable position of his party as to 
revenue measures.

During this year three have been lynched in 
Florida, two in Kentucky, one in Mississippi, 
ana one in Tennessee for incendiarism; one in 
Georgia for burglary and one for beating his 
wife, one in Texas for slander, and one in 
Louisiana because he did not vote to suit his 
neighbors. So far as the banging for burglary 
in North Carolina is concerned it was legal, as 
the laws of that State leave it optional with the 
jury to decide whether a burgiar shail be 
hanged or go to the- penitentiary for life. 
When the prisoners are white they are con- 
signed to prison, but untortunately for the five 
in North Carolina they were colored, so of 
course they swung. It does not speak 
weil, however, for the laws of any community, 
or for the protection they throw about 
society, that the authorities, in the case of 
crimes which do not involve human life, bave 
to resort to methods ususily practiced in com- 
munities where they have no courts at all and 
where the criminal class would hold them at 
ite mercy were it not for the courts of Judge 
Lynch. That the State of North Carolina can- 
not restrain lary except by hanging shows 
that its society not yet advanced beyond 
the conditions which usually obtain in rude and 
unorganized communities, and that legal pun- 
ishment means legal vengeance.

The most 
gratitying feature of its working out is the 
sucoess with which the instruments are con- 
eerted, for this shows that thus early in bis 
career Beethoven had begun that compre 
hensive study of the nature, possibilities, and 
resources of the pianoforte and violin which 
stood him in such good stead later in the great 
trios and the pianoforte concertos. This trio, 
as well as that by Mendelssohn, which con- 
cluded the program, was extremely weil 
played by all three of the players—namely: 
Cari Wolfsohn, William Lewis, and Mr. Fried- 
rich Hess. The pianoforte blended most sat- 
isfactorily with the strings, neither element 
overpowermg the other. The players, also, 
appeared to be in perfect sympathy with each 
other and with the work in hand. The new 
‘cellist, Mr. Hess, is from Frankfort-on-the- 
Main, where he has for several years occupied 
a responsible position. In his solo number, a 
concerto by Goltermann, be was heard to ex- 
oollent advantage.

A NEW SOUDAN CAMPAIGN. 
ANOTHER EXPEDITION PREPARING ITSELF 

TO BE SLAUGHTERED BY THE MAHDI'S 

FOLLOWERS. 

Loxvox. Deo. 11.—It has for some time been 
pointed out by military critics that the aban- 
donment of Dongola was a mistake which 
would have to be repaired. The activity and 
daily imereasing strength of the Arab 
forces have at length attracted the at- 
tention of the. Government to the ser“ 
ous state of affairs in Egypt and to the 
fact that the present British force in Egypt is 
totally inadequate to cope with the army of 
the new Mahdi. Hence it is announced today 
that the Government has decided to send a 
new expedition to the Soudan, and it is being 
prepared for immediate departure for Egypt. 

[The frontier field force in Egypt consists of 
about 6,500 men, under the command of Brig.-Gen. 
Grenfell, one-half of the forces being British and 
the remainder Egyptian. The force is thus divided: 
To the extreme south, at Akasheh and other smal! 
Outposts, are about 200 English troops and 1,300 
Egyptians. Inthe event of any Arab advance 
these would have to fall back on Wady-Halfa, 
where there are some 1,300 British and 700 — 45 
tians, under Brig.-Gen. Butler, thus making 
a force of 1,600 British and 2,000 Egyptians to de- 
fend Egypt's frontier. These might be reinforced 
by 1,700 British and 1,200 Egyptians, at present at 
Korosko, Shelial, and Assouan, but the entire 
tore thus constituted is not sufficient for the safe 


holding of the existing frontier, with the possi- 
bility of troubie in their rear. That this has been 


admitted is evident from the fact 
1,200 English and 800 Egyptians have 
been sent to the front to reinforce Gen. 


Grenfell. The force in Egypt proper, whieh, witb 
the above field force, constitutes the command of 
lieut.-Gen. Stephenson consists of about 8,000 
British and 8,000 Egyptians. Some 2,000 of the 
former are stationed at Alexandria, the remainder 
being in Cairo, with small detachments at assrout, 
Suez, and Port Said. Under Gen. Hudson at 
Suakin are about 3,000 British and Indian troops, } 
DONGOLA TO BE RBOCCUPIED, 

Carro,. Deo. 11.— Orders are expected for the 
reoccupation of Dongola. There is continuous 
desultory fring at Koshti. Four British of- 
flcers have been wounded. Caliph Abdulla bas 
ordered every man over the age of 16 years to 
join the army of the Soudan. The natives are 
readily obeying the order. 

[A return of the total number of cases of sick- 
néss, deaths, admissions to the hospital tor wounds 
received in action, and deaths from drowning in 
connection with the Nile expeditionary force has 
been issued by the War Office. The cases of sick- 
ness in the army, including the Royal Marines, 
were among Officers 322, among non missioned 
officers and men 4,426. Deaths from ail causes 
numbered 298. Eleven of the deaths were 
from drowning and nineteen from wounds in 
action. In the Naval Brigade the number of the 
cases of sickness was 197, of deathes 22. A return 
of casualties in the Suakin field force during the 
present year is also issued. The cases of sickness 
among the regular troops number 3,120. 128 of these 
being Officers. There were 117 deaths and 105 ad- 
missions into hospital for wounds in action. In 
the naval contingent there were 523 cases of sick- 
ness, 17 a€@aths, and 105 admissions wto hospital. 
In the Indian contingent 894 cases of sickness, 130 
admissions into hospital for wounds, and 93 
deaths; in the New South Wales contingent 112

these men do not do business by the wholesale 
or on a large scale, but are mere humble 
tradesmen, pudlicans, and artisans. The 
grocers, for instance, are common green- 
grocers who wait on patrons with 
aprons tied about their waists, and 
the carpenter, blacksmith, tailor, et al., actu- 
ally work with their hands. The Tories feel 
that evil days have fallen upon theland. They 
deplore the fact that that wise system, the non- 
payment of members, which has so long kept 
poor men out of Parliament, has been broken 
down. They point out that if the Irish are al- 
lowed to pay their own members, and even to 
send to America for money for that 
purpose, the pernicious system will soon 
spread to Engiand, and the House 
of Commons will be utterly debased.

SERVIA AND BULGARIA. 
THURSDAY’S ATTACKS OF MILAN’S FOL- 

LOWERS CAME NEAR CAUSING A GENERAL 

RESUMPTION OF HOSTILITIES, 

Lonpon, Dec. 11.— Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune.}—The Servian attacks 
upon three Bulgarian outposts yesterday aft- 
ernoon nearly resulted in a resumption of the 
war. The Bulgarian officers and soldiers are 
furious. They insist that Servia’s action was 
a clear breach of the truce, and they demand 
a change to get revenge. The personal influ- 
ence of Prince Aiexander has been the only 
thing which has restrained them thus far; but 
if the Servians repeat their attacks the Bulga- 
rians will surely advance, and they will not 
stop until Nisch is captured. 

The majority of the Powers continue to make 
desperate efforts to preserve peace between 
the disputants. The main obstacle is the atti- 
tude of King Milan. He has been placed in a 
humiliating position andif the war is ended 
now it will be an inglorious, and, perbaps, 
fatal endmg for him. Therefore, al- 
though professing submission to the 
will of the Powers, he is continually 
making shifty, temporizing propositions in the 
hope that somethmg will turn upto extricate 
him from his dilema. For instance, it is offi- 
cially announced that Servia will abide 
by the decision of the Powers if compatible 
with her interests and dignity;’’ again, that 
Servia has proposed that the Powers appoint a 
military commission to demarcate a line be- 
tween the Bulgarian and Servian armies be- 
yond which neither force shall pass pending 
the peace negotiations, 

There are 23,000 Turkish troops massed in 
Epirus. The inhabitants, fearing that there 
will be fighting, are fleeing from their homes. 

Col. Horvatovich, commander of the Serv- 
ian army, has ordered the removal of the 
braidings and the distinguishing marks from 
officers’ arms on account of the heavy losses 
of officers in the recent battles. 

Queen Victoria bas donated the sum of £500 
to the Darmstadt fund for the relief of wound. 
ed Bulgarians. 

The Times says: The Eastern difficulty may 
be regarded as virtually settled. The Powers 
have agreed to recognize the union of the Bul- 
garias. A Demarcation Commission has been 
appointed, which insures an armistice of a 
month and will hardiy fail to secure peace.“ 

Advices from Sophia state that the severity of 
the winter is likely to prevent warfare for 
some time.

BERLIN, Dec. 11.—The Vossiche-Zeitung pub- 
lishes a letter from Schleswig in reference to 
President Cleveiand’s message.

THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 


A BETTER FEELING GENERALLY, EXCEPT 
AT THE EAST—THE SPECULATIVE MAR- 
KET—SHOWING OF COTTON—FAILURES. 
New York, Dec. 11.—[Speciai.|—Special tel- 

egrams to Brudstreet's from leading trade cen- 

tres throughout the United States reveal a 

somewhat better trade generally West, North- 

west, and South than is reported at the East. 

This is shown iu an exceptionally solvent con- 

dinon of traders at Chicago, as reported by 

bankers at that city. The reports from St. 

Louis, Kansas City, from the larger cities in 

Iowa. and at points in Ohio and distributing 

centres South are fairly indicative of a rather 

better retail demand in some staple lines, 
which will tend to hasten the date 
when renewed orders from jobbers, agents, 
and manufacturers at the East may be 
expected. As was to be expected, the demana 
for holiday goods at all points ie quite brisk. 
At the East, however, the demand in wholesale 
lines has not attracted much attention: Phila- 
delphia reports that the ynseasonable weather 
has had some effect and t trade is only fair, 
with no genera: activity. At Boston a like 
statement is made, although the feeling is 
hopeful. The dry-goods trade there lacks ani- 
mation, although there is a fair move- 
ment. The business of the last season 

is believed to be in excess of that of 1884. 

Stocks are smaller now than then and 

the mills are nut increasing their output. It is 

added that the export demand alone sustains 
the movement of brown goods. Stocks of raw 
wool at the principal markets are not very 
large. As last week, low and medium wools 
are strong and moderately active. Fine wools 
are less so. Prices are unchanged. General 
ti ade at Baltimore is quiet. The 13,000,000 feet 
increase in the lumber cut at Minneapolis dur- 

ing the year past. with no gain in stocks, is a 

significant indication of the continued growth 

of trade in the region tributary thereto. 

The speculative markets very generally 
showed a decline during the week, being iuflu- 
enced to some extent by the check to the aa- 
vance noted in Wali street. The heavy in- 
crease in the visible supply of wheat, backed 
by the unexpected gain in the quantity reported 
afloat for the United Kingdom and Continent, 
constituted the only new weights to the grain 
murket. Increased receipts from farmers, con- 
tinued apathy on the part of foreign buyers, 
and lack of speculative interest also contributed 
to hold down prices of wheat. The reaction in 
prices in the Northwest, witb stocks agyregat- 
ing 12,000,000 busbels at Minneapotis, St. Paul, 
and Duluth, tends to corroborate the report 
that three-fourths of the spring-wheat crop bas 
been marketed. Bradstreet’s advices are that 
the shut-down of the Minneapolis flour 
mills will not be long continued, as the 
railways centering there bave agreed to 
restore freight rates to the basis asked ior by 
the millers. The gan in the price of pig iron 
so widely advertised is west of the Alleghanies 
and south of Pennsylvania. On round iots for 
prompt delivery No. 1 Thomas iron can be had 
for $18. No.2is a little scarce, and small 
orders may receive a smull advance. Old rails 
are scarce and higher, and $22 has been offered 
and refused. Grocery staples have not in- 
creased in demand. Butter is higher. 

The November cotton report to Bradstreet's 
represents, practically, the entire cotton-grow- 
ing area of the country.. It shows the condi- 
tion of the weather for picking to be notewor- 
thy as showing the division of the country 
into two zones, of which the States of Missis- 
sippi, Louisiana, Texas, Arkansas, Florida, and 
Tennessee formed the favored one, while the 
Carolinas, Georgia, and Alabama reported the 
weather as not so good. Perhaps the best fa- 
vored of the former zone was Texas, while 
Geo gia and Alabama were on a par as regards 
unfavorable circumstances. The progress 
of the crop to market appears to be 
rather mixed as regards freedom of movement, 
but a tendency to hold for higber prices was 
reported by many correspondents in widely 
separated districts. ‘The future ability of the 
planters to thus hold their crop, however, is 
questioned. The quality of the lint is still a 
subject of complaint, chief in which are the 
Atlantic States and Alabama. The quality of 
the staple is better in the States of Texas and 
Arkansas. The amount of the plaat stil! in 
the fleld varies, the larger quantity stil! un- 
picked being in the States of Alabama, 
Georgia, Louisiana, and Mississippi. 

The total number of failures in the United 
States reported to Bradstreet’s this week is 221, 
against 247 last week, a deciine of 26. In the 
like week in 1884 the total was 316; in 1883 it 
was 249; in 1882, 280; and in 1881 it was 169.

NIAOARA Fals, Out., Dec. 11.— [Special.] — 
The New York State Board of Health have 
withdrawn the restrictions placed on persons 
entering the State at this point on account of 
the small-pox scourge, and the services of the 
inspectors who have been vaccinating passen- 
gers wholesale, both on the Grand Trunk and 
Michigan Centra! Railways, bound east, have 
been dispensed with. All persons may now en- 
ter the United States at th's point by railway- 
cars or otherwise without presentation of cer- 
tificates or undergoing vaccination before 
crossing the line. Since the restrictions came 
into effect there bave been on an average 
about fifty people vaccinatea per day crossing 
the line on the two railways.

ViLLLADAMA, Mex.,, Dec. 11.—Rodriguez and 
his torces left this city for Monterey yesterday 
afternoon. They expect to arrive there Sun- 
day, when, it is thought, the two weeks’ cam- 
paign will culminate in a battie. The rights of 
American citfzens are being respected. 

LAREDO, Tex., Dec. 11.—Gen. Reyes, com- 
manding the Federal troops at Monterey, re- 
ceived orders from the City of Mexico yester- 
day to depose Asting-Gov. Sepulveda and place 
the State ot Nuevo Leon under martial law. 
Gov. Sepulveda refused to vacate. Gen. Reyes 
undertook to execute the order during the 
night at the bead of 200 soldiers, but was re- 
puised by Gov. Sepulveda with a loss of three 
killed and several wounded. Fighting was still 
going on today. 

President Cleveland’s message has had the 
effect of causing a decline in Mexican silver 
today from 85 to 83 cents on the doliar—a very 
heavy decline, which will result in great loss 
if it is general througbout Mexico. 


DE LESSEPS’ BIG DITCH. 

PANAMA, Dec. 11.—The present condition of 
the projected Inter-Oceanic canal across the 
isthmus is described as fol.ows by the officials 
of the company: Operations are under way 
on two-thirds of the entire length ot the pro- 
posed canal. The other third will be the easiest 
of all to excavate, as it is composed of soft 
earth only. Active preparanhons are be- 
ing made for beginning work in this 
section, and the erection of machinery is 
now in progress. The company bas 
just completed ua contract for the excavation 
of all that portion which lies in the High 
Chagres Valley. Excavations are now in 
progress along the line of the canal proper 
and also for changing the obstructive water- 
courses. The amount of machinery now in 
use is considerable and is constantly increas- 
ing. Excavators for the Culebra section are 
now being disembarked. If these excavators 
in actual practice prove to possess only one- 
fourth the power they have dispiayed when on 
trial they will be sufficient to excavate 
the bulk of the Culebra section in less 
than three years.

THE TEHUANTEPEC SHIP-RAILWAY. 

New York, Dec. 11.—A telegram received 
today from President Diaz of Mexico, by the 
President of the Tehuantepec Ship-Railway 
Company, announced the passage yesterday by 
the Mexican Congress of the amended conces- 
sions to the company: These amendments add 
to the previous land grant 1,790,000 acres, the 
whole land concession being equal to half the 
area of New Jersey. Coaling stations are to be 
perm tted at either end of the railway, to which 
coal from the United States or any other 
foreign nation codperating with Mexico in 
guaranteeing interest on the bonds of 
the railway company is to be admitted free. to 
the exclusion ot coal from all other countries. 
This will give a new market to the United States 
coal trade if the Unitea States Congress joins 
with Mexico in the guarantee upon which the 
bonds to build the ship-railway are to be based. 
Mexico guarantees the payment ot $1,250,000 a 
year for fifteen years, provided this or some 
European nation will guarantee $2,500,000 
more for the same period. The time for com- 
pleting the road has been extended to 1894.

RATES TO TRUNK LINES WESTERN TERMINI. 

In regard to the recent action of the trunk 
lines, requesting connecting lines from points 
in the West to make their local rates to the 
Western termini of the Eastern trunk lines 
sufficiently high to prevent the cutting of 
through rates by adding to two locals west and 
east of Buffalo, the roads running 
east from St. Louis he'd another meeting 
a day or two ago. The Chairman stated 
that the object of the meeting was to further 
consider the matter of adjustment of rates to 
the trunk lines’ Western termini and read ad- 
ditional telegraphic correspondence with Mr. 
Guiiford on the subject. It being apparent 
that in order to fully protect the through rate , 
to Boston it would be necessary to advance 
the present rate on grain from East St. Louis 
to Buffalo from 17 to 19 cents per 100 pounds 
and provisions from 20 to 22 ½ cents. If these 
rates should be adopted it would make a differ- 
ence of four cents per 100 pounds on grain and 
five cents on provisions above the rate from 
Chicago. It was not considered equitable or 
for the interests of St. Louis roads to bold 
rates so much higher than Chicago, as it would 
have a tendency to divert trom St. Louis bust 
ness to Buffalo proper. After discussing the 
question fuily, it was resolyed that the St. 


Louis lines are of the opinion that 
in justice to their interests they 
should not advance their rates 


to Buffalo on grain from 17 to 19 cents per 100 
pounds and on provisions from 20 to 22 cents, 
being respectively four and five cents above | 
Chicago, unless corresponding advances are 
made from tue latter point. They think, how- 
ever, that a fair and equitable adjustment of

EAST-BOUND PASSENGER RATES. 

It looks very much as if the Eastern toads 
Will fail in their attempt to induce the West- 
ern lines to base rates from points west of Chi- 
cago upon a $20 basis, Chicago to New York, 
while the regular rates remain at the basis of 
$i7. None of the Western roads have 
22 far complied with the request 
of Eastern roads to base their rates upon a 
$20 rate from Chicago, but continue to sell 
them on the basis of $17. They say they can- 
not consent to sell tickets upon a fictitious 
basis, which they would do if they charged

The roads running east from St. Louis are said

Instead of try- 
ing to get the proportion of a $20 rate from 
Chicago the Western roads claim the Eastern 
roads should reduce their rates to enable them 
to compete against the lines from St. Louis. 
The buik of the Missouri River business is now 
going via St. Louis owing to the low rates 
made from that point. Under these circum- 
Stances itis useless for the Eastern roads to 
talk about advancing rates from Chicago. 80 
as rates are being cut from St. Louis and 
Western roads refuse to base rates on a $20- 
rate from Chicago, the $17 rate from this oity 
to New York cannot well be maintained.

Minot, who was Superintendent of the Erie 
Road in 1850, was the first man who had the 
nerve to demonstrate the usefulness of the 
telegraph in runuing trains, and be did it under 
very singular circumstances. Previous to 
his successful experiment with telegraphic 


signals, every engineer and conductor in 
the country was of the telegraph, and 
there were many instances where engineers 

istently refused to move their trains on an 
0 by telegraph, even after Superintendent 
Minot had shown that it was safe to do so. He 
had been trying to adopt the system on the 
road for two months before it was adopted, 
but conductors and e eers could not be in- 
duced to obey an ord by wire. Their re- 
fusal to run on telegraphic order was especial- 
ly emphatic when the orders were to run be- 
tween stations on the time of atrain coming 
in angopposit direction, but which was late. 
It frequently happened in these days that when 
a train coming from the West was reported two, 
three, or even four hours late, the engineer of 
a train going West would not move beyond the 
station where he should have met and passed 
the other train until the train arrived, thus 
— | neediess delay to passengers who 
might just as well have been carried to their 
destinations in the interval. But the railroad 
men could not understand the running orders 
that were not printed on their time schedules, 
and could not be made to believe that there 
was not a chance of their meeting the overdue 
train somewhere between stations. 

**In 1850 the Erie was in operation between 
Piermont and Eimira. The track was a single 
one, such a thing as a double track being then 
unknown in the country. Two years before, 
after much discussion and opposition, a tele- 
graph wire had been put up along the line. 
Superintendent Minot, who was aman along 
way in advance of the times, was a strong be- 
liever in the practicability of the telegraph as 
@ facilitator of transportation on railroads. In 
the summer of 1850 be was a passenger one day 
on the west-bound train over his road. The 
train he was on, according to the printed time- 
table, was to meeta through train from the 
West at Turner’s Station, forty-seven miles 
from New York. When Mr. Minot's train 
reached Turner's he learned that the east- 
bound train was su hours late, owmg to some 
mishap. Under the system of railroading then 
governing employés the west-bound train had 
to remain at Turner’s until the delayed train 
had passed the station. In fact, the whole bus- 
iness of the road from there west was ata 
etandstill owing to the non-arrival of the train 
at the different stations where other trains 
were awaiting it. Superintendent Minot saw at 
once how ridiculous such a system was. 
There was a telegraph office at Turner's, and 
it was then the only one between that station 
and Jersey City. The Superintendent went to 
the office and made the operator's hair stand 
by sending a message to the Station Agent at 
Port Jervis that be intended to run the train 
be was on from Turner’s to Port Jervis on the 
time of the belated east-bound train. He 
ordered the agent not to let any train leave 
that station going east until the train he was 
on arrived there. He also ordered the agent 
to telegraph to him how he underst the 
message. The answer was satisfactory, and 
the Superintendent went to the conductor of 
the train and told him to start on with his 
train. The conductor refused to do so, and the 
Superintendent discharged bim an the spot. 
Minot then ordered the engineer to pull out. 
The engineer said that he would not take the 
risk, and in the argument that followed the 
Superintendent dragged the engineer from his 
cab, waye him an elegant dressing out, and 
mounted the footboard himself. He ran the 
train to Port Jervis, and sent it west as far 
as Narrowsburg before it met the late train, 
thus saving the passengers five hours, and set- 
tling forever the question of the accuracy of 
the telegraph in running railroad trains. It is 
a common thing pow to move as many as 
twenty trains in opposit directions over one 
division of 4 railroad.” 


WHAT THE FREIGHT AGENTS DID. 

Prrrsnund, Pa., Dec. 11.—The annual con- 
vention of the Middle and Western Freight 
Agents’ Association met here this morning. 
There was a full attendance, delegates being 
present from al. the roads represented in the 
association. The morning session was devoted 
to the consideration by the Executive Commit- 
tee of the report of the Classification Commuit- 
tee, which met yesterday. A member of the 
committee said there were fewer complaints in 
regard to classification by shippers than for 
two years. Several changes were suggested 
and approved by the Executive Committee. 
Heavy botties and tumbiers, which load up to 
20,000 pounds in small cars and 24,000 pounds 
in large cars, were placed in the fourth and 
fifth ciasses with iron and steel. Chimneys 
and lighter glassware, which only load up to 
16,000 pounds, were put in the third and fourth 
classes. Common soap was moved up one 
point and put in with alum, lye, soda-asb, etc., 
in the fourth and sixth classes. There were a 
number of smaller changes in the cliassifica- 
tion of such goods as feathers, but none that 
were at all important or general in their 
effects. The Executive Committee, which bas 
charge of the rates, made no changes of conse- 
quence, the old schedule remaining in force on 
all the leading lines of freight. 

This afternoon a general meeting was beld 
and the work of the Executive and Classifica- 
tion Committees approved. Resolutions were 
adopted that 1,000-miie tickets be sold to manu- 
facturers and shippers at not less than two 
cents per mile, and that all freights be weighed 
and charged at actual weights. The revised 
classification goes into effect Jan 1. The con- 
vention then adjourned to meet at the Southb- 
ern Hotel, St. Louis, some time next March. 


TO BE DECIDED AT WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 11.—| Special. ]—The

It then went to the Appellate 
Court, which reversed that decision. It was 
next carried to the State Supreme Court, where 
the decision of the Appellate Court was ro- 
versed, and now comes before the Supreme 
Court of the United States on exceptions taken 
that the case involyes a question of Federal 
jurisdiction over navigable waters,

CONFESSING HIS DISGRACE, 


THE REMARKABLY WICKED CAREER OF A 
PROFESSOR IN A MISSOURI COLLEGE. 

St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 11.—[Special. |—The 
people of St. Charies, Mo., a suburb of this 
city, are greatly excited over the exposure of a 
remarkable criminal, who until recentiy occu- 
pied the position of Professor ot Languages in 
the St. Charies College, one of the leading edu- 
cational institutions in the State. The Profes- 
sor’s namesis A. D. R. Campbell, and when ex- 
posure came yesterday he wrote a two- column 
confession over his own signature, which was 
published today in a St. Charles paper. From 
this it appears that he comes of a 
good family in England and received a 
thorough collegiate education. He became 
alienated from his family by joining the Cath. 
olic Chureh and studymg or the priesthood. 
His career as a priest was cut short by the 
church and he was deposed.. He then became 
a private tutor, and in 1872 went to South 
America and there joined a whaling expedition 
to the North Pacific. In 1875 ne returned to 
England, married, deserted his wife in six 
months, and went to South Africa, where he 
became a teacher in St. Andrew's College, 
Cape Town. In 1877 he married again, and was 
made head of a Government School and pastor 
of an Episcopal Church in the interior 
of Africa. Exposure came and he was arrested 
for bigamy, and spent the next two years in 
the peritentiary. He turned Catholic in the 
prison and was made superintendent of the 
Sunday-school. When he was released bis first 
wife secured a divorcee, and the second one re- 
fused to live with him. He was sent by the 
Catholic Church to Australia, where be aban- 
doned it and started a billiard hall and saloon 
in Melbourne. He failed at this ahd secured a 
position as teacher in St. Alfred’s College, a 
Methodist institution. He led a gay life there, 
but stopped dissipating and became engaged to 
an estimable young woman. Exposure came 
before the marriage was consummated, and he 
sailed to Engiand.

THE BALLOT COUNT. 


HARRISON A SLIGHT GAINER IN YESTER- 
DAY'S TOTAL—NEARING AN END. 

Nearly 75,000 votes have been recounted in 
the Mayoraity contest, ana about 11,000 remain 
to be counted today and Monday. As the 
count approaches the end it becomes more 
probable that no great change will be produced 
before the contestants introduce proofs of ille- 


gal votes. If the rule that bas obtained so far 
holds good it is probable that slight gains will 
appear for Smith in the Sixteenth and Seven- 
teenth Waras, while Harrison will probably 
gain afew votes in the Eighteenth. The count 
was brought forward to the end of the Fif- 
teenth Ward yesterday. The 7,600 and odd 
votes counted yesterday reduced Smith's gain 
from thirty-eight to thirty votes, the First Pre- 
cinct of the Fifteenth Ward giving Har- 
rison a gain of eight and Smith a 
loss of two. There was a  discre 

of eight votes between the total number of 
votes as returned by the judges and the num- 
ber of baliots found on the recount. The 
count yesterday started favorably for smith, 
giving bim a net gain of three votes in the 
first precinct counted, which was the Four- 
teenth of the Fifteenth Ward, that ovrecinct 
having been Thursday. as the City Cierk 
bad, by mistake, brought the envelope of the 
Fifteenth. In the next precinct the official fig- 
ures were found to agree with the resuit of the 
recount. in the following two precincts Har- 
rison gained three, and before the next ward 
was reached Smith only gain one. At the end 
of the Fourteenth Ward Smith stood one vote 
abead on the day's count. This state of 
things bad the effect of elevating the spirits 
of the counsel for the contestant, while Mr. 
Story felt equally elevated by the conscious- 
ness of having done a noble deed in bringing 
along a box of cigars and distributing its con- 
tents. Smokm was not prohibited, for Mr. 
Windes was not prosent. Before the party 
went out to dinner a damper was put on the 
bigu spirits of the contestants. The First Pre- 
cinct of the Fifteenth Ward sbowed a net gain 
to Harrison of ten votes. In the afternoon 
the fortune of war seemed to favor Smith 
again. He gained three votes in the Third of 
the Fifteenth, but lost two in the Fifth, so that 
at the end of the day's work there remained a 
net gain of eight for Harrison. 

At 10 o'clock in the mornmg Commis- 
sioner Windes examined all the envelopes 
that were expected to be opened and 
counted during the day. He then left 
and went home, as he was suffering 
with a severe cold. He excluded the Second 
Precinct of the Fifteenth Ward from the count, 
as all the seals on the envelopes were found 
broken. In the envelope from the Tbird Pre- 
cinct of the Fourteenth Ward sixteen ballots 
were found that bad not been strung with the 
rest. Laney had no holes and showed no evi- 
dence of having been strung at any time. As 
they were numbered, however, they were 


‘counted. Eleven were Democratic ana five 


Republican. A great deul of scratching ap- 
peared to have been done in the Fifteenth 
Ward, but the judges of election bad done 
their duty very carefully. In the Fourth and 
Eighth Preciacts particularly a large number 
of scratched ballots were found. But, al- 
though the number of votes in those precincts 
was over 700, there was no mistake in the 
count. °

THE MISSING AFFIDAVITS. 

The fact that so few affidavits were found in 
recounting the ballots did not excite much sur- 
prise, so long as the recounting was confined to 
the tough wards like the Second, Fifth, 
Sixth, Seventh, Ninth, etc., but it did seem 
rather surprising that they should be missing 
in wards like the Fourth, Eleventh, and Twelfth. 
In view of this genera! disappearance the pre- 
sumption that they had been stolen for the pur- 
pose of preventing possible prosecutions for 
perjury could bardly be maintained, and some 
of the people interested in the case began to 
question if it was not possible the affida- 
vits had been returned to the City Clerk, 
although not in the envelope containing 
the ballots. So a search was instituted yester- 
day in the ballot-boxes to see if any trace of 
these missing affidavits could be found. The 
result was quite satisfactory, it appearing 
that, in the majority of cases, the judge sent 
in the affidavits in the envelope with the poll- 
book or put them loose in the box. Quite a 
number of boxee were examined yesterday 
and a large number of affidavits turned up. 
The examination of the boxes will be finished 
today, and then it can be ascertained definitly 
just bow many are missing. The presumption 
will be that in all cases where they do not turn 


up in the boxes they were stolen in order to: 


avoid unpleasant developments at a later date.

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SWEEPING AND DUSTING. | 


BY CHRISTINE TERHUNE HERRICK.. 

„But, Monsieur,“ said a harassed scholar 
one day, after toihag wearily through the intri- 
cacies of a collection of impersonal French 
verbs, What is the good of having all these 
moods and tenses when they are seldom or 
never put into use! ‘The teacher, more frank 
or leas discreet than the majority of bis con- 
fréres, raised eyebrows and shoulders. “ EN, 
Mademoiselle, pour le rendre plus difictic!"" The 
phrase comes involuntarily to one's tips in read- 
ing seme of the lengthy and intricate instruc 
tions giyen for performing what to an uupreju- 
diced observer would seem to be among the 
simplest bousehoid tasks. 

One is startled sometimes into a vivid realiza- 
tion of the fact that there is nothing new under 
the sun by finding a Bibiical phrase recorded 
thousands of years ago that expresses so aptly 
a state of affairs Of today that it would seem to 
have been written for that purpose. When 
Solomon said that man had been made Upright, 
but had “sought out many inventions,” he 
probabiy had little thougnt of the latter clause 
being applied to the proper methods of sweep- 
ing and dusting, But modern thought atilizes 
all things, and no other words describe so com- 
pactiy the directions given on these topics by 
some doubtiess excellent bousekeepers.. One 
of them eulafges with great diffuseness upon 
the urgent necessity of dusting every article in 
a room carefully, then carrying them all into 
another apartment, sweeping the emptied 
chamber, and after returning furniture and 
ornaments to their places, dusting them 
once more with nd less minuteness 
than if they had been suffered to remain dur- 
ing all the sweeping. Few mistresses have the 
time to devote to this multiplication of duties, 
and no servant could be found who would fol- 
low such a program. And, indeed, what gain is 
there in this uitra-nicety? In the natural re- 
action from super-scrupulousness the danger 
of too little tidiness is to be as sedulouaily 
avoided, 

Like nearly all the duties of life, sweeping 
may be made either a difficult or a simple mat- 
ter. In y homes sweeping-day holds 4 
piace second to blue Monday in borror. 
The mere word calis up a vision of open win- 
dows, draughiy halis, fying dust, and general 
disturbance, witb no place of refuge until the 
domestic whirlwind is past. It seems imvonsj- 
ble for some minds to disconnect the idea of 
thorough cleanlaess from proportionate dis- 
comtort whiie the purifying process is being 
carried on. To quote Sip Saxon in The Other 
Giris,”’ ** Monday always bas to be rather awful. 
But after that we do expect to live. We 
couldn't hold our breaths till Thursday. 

It is bad enoug to have one day in the week 
that brings more pieasure with its sunset than 
with its sunrise. To institute a repetition of 
the misery is to pile on the agony beyond 
patient endurance. There are excuses tor 
Monday being atrying day. Household econ- 
omists have conscientiously struggied to solve 
the problem of washing-<day. The Ger- 
mans sette it to their own satisfaction 
by letting soiled clothing adcoumuiate for 
three menths and then giving themseives up, 
body and soul, to a tremendous scrubbing that 
sets them in order for another quarter year. 
American housewives have not yet come up or 
down to this order of affairs. Their laundry 
work must be doue hebdomadaliy. With the 
desire so well known to every earnest worker 
to get & bad piece of business out of the way, 
they attack it at the beginning of the week and 
get rid of it as soon as possibie. And washing 
is something that must be done all at once. No 
thrifty woman can bear. to have wet ciothes 
standing about the house for two and three 
days at a time. They must de dried, ironed, 
and returned to their proper places before 
neatness can be fairiy restored. 

With sweeping the case is entirely different. 
There is no ad@yuate reason why there should 
be a general eweeping-day, in which the whole 
house must be in a state of turmoil. It is far 
better to have the sweepmg done little by little, 
taking one room today, another tomorrow, un- 
til by the end of the week the whole house is 
sweet and ciean. 
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There are always nooks and 
dirt will odge in spite of. most earnest efforts 


to prevent it. There is no necessity of creating 


for the broom or duster. 


In rooms which are matted instead of dar- 


peted, it is well after sweeping to go over the 
floor with a cloth moistened in salt water. It 
removes dust that bas escaped the broom and 
giyes gloss aud freshness to the niatting. It 
should also be borne in mind that in sweeping 


and 
prisingly larwe gleanings of dirt will generally 
be found even in a room that by the casual 
observer would be pronounded entirely clean. 
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GOLD IN AUSTRALIA. 


IF If DISCOVERED IN PAYING QUANTITIES 
IN THE NORTHW BN PART OF THE 
COLONY. 2H 3 
The following report, submitted by the Kim- 

berley prospectors, John Slattery, Charles 

Hall, Joseph MoCague, John Campbell, Alex- 

ander Nicholson, and H. A. Poult, to the Gov- 

ernment Resident at Kimberly, Australia, in 


regard to the finding of gold in paying quanti- 
ties in the northwestern part of the Colony of 
West Australia, is taken from a late number 
of the West Australian: 

The 30th of April last we left the Yeeda Station 
for the headwaters of the Margaret and Ord Rivers 
to prospect for gold. 

We followed the Fitzroy to its junction with the 
Margaret, and continued up the latter river till we 
struck a large branch coming from the northward. 
We followed this branch up till we were stopped 
by the roughness of the country, when we turned 
off and went in a southeast direction for two days, 
and struck another large branch which appeared 
to be running southwest. This stream we followed 
for about u düy and a balf, when, finding that it 
was making more to the north, we left it and steered 
& course varying from southeast to northeast for 
another day a bait. 

This brought us to another branch of the Mar- 
garet, which, after a day’s journey, was found to 
be also making too much to the north; so we left 
it, and for about two days steered a northwesterly 
course, when we observed that the waters in the 
creek we then reached were running north instead 
of southwest, This showed us that we had arrived 
at the watershed of the Oord. After following this 
créek for a day we left it and struck east 
ward. Twelve or fifteen miles brought 
us to another creek, which appeared to 
be running southeast, We crossed it, 
and continued on our course for about four miles. 
when we strack a creek lined with palms. Finding 
that the country ahead was too rough to traverse, 
we returned on our tracks to the creek we had 
made before, which ran southeast. After recruss- 
ing it and following our outward track for about 
two miles, we steered south-southeast and kept on 
that Sourse tor two days. We then bere a 
littie to the e@a@stward, and struek a river 
with a bed as large a8 that of the Fitzroy, which 
was running a littie south of east. We followed 
this down till we reached the open country. Think- 
ing we had passed the Panton and Kivire Rivers, we 
turned round and went up its south bank till we 
strack what we took to be the Panton, ciose to its 
junction with the Ord, We followed up the Panton 
till it was joimed by the Elvire, which river we 
followed till ve seemed to be within a short dis- 
tance of the watershed, 

We then struck about north for the headwaters 
of the Panton and reached 4 creek running north. 
This creek, which was dry, led us after ten miles 
journey te & water-bole. It was at this point that 
we found payable gold, which we now show sou. 
The weight is about ten ounces. The gold lay in 
the bed of the, creek, quite close to the surtace, 
merely covered by the drift-sand. 

We commenced to prospect from the first-named 
branch of the Margaret. On this creek, as on the 
headwaters of the Ord, down the Ord Hiver, and on 
the Panton, we found the color. We found it also 
in every hole we put down on the Hivite. Being 
short of water and provisions, we were obliged to 
«ive up prospecting and return to Derby. We col- 
lected the ten ounces of gold in five or six days. 
We had to carry some of the wash-dirt two miles 
before we could wash it. On our return journey 
we kept more to the south, rounding the southern 
spur of the Leopold Range. We found 4 passable 
road. The time .oceupied in traveling from the 
spot where we found the gold tothe Yeeda was 
sixteen days. We consider the payable gold is 400 
miles from Derby. 


AN ELEPHANT KILLS A LION, 


TERRIFIC FIGHT IN WHICH THE “KING OF 
BEASTS” IS LALD LOW. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Dee. 9.—A terrific fight 
between the large eiephaut Bolivar and an un- 
tamed Nubian lion named Prince ooccufred at 
the winter quarters of a circus, at Lehigh av- 
enue and Edgemont street, Monday afternoon, 
which resulted in the death of the latter. 

The lion only arfived from abroad a few 
weeks ago, and was worth $2,000. He was placed 
in an unusually strong cage in the animai 
house, and the training began. The beast was 
too ferocious in disposition to permit of the 
entrance of the trainer into the cage until it 
had been sufficiently subdued with the prod 
and lash. 

Monday, however, the trainer unlocked the 
door for the first time and entered. For a few 
minutes all went.well. At last he struck the 
lion with bigs whip and the enraged beast 
raised his powerful paw and struck at him. 
The man jumped aside and perhaps escaped 
disembowelment, but sustained a fearful 
laceration of the thigh and leg. Then the lion 
prepared to spring at him, and the trainer 
jumped backward with such force as to break 
the bars of the cage from their faste nings. He 
fell. out backward on the ground and for a mo- 
ment was stunned. This proved to be a fortu- 
nate accident, for the lion bounded through 
the open cage door, and, alighting a considera- 
ble distance beyond where the man lay, did not 
turn back, but rushed out of the building.

This bill provides 
that each infantry régiment shali consist of 
twelve companies, one Colonel, one Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel, three Majors, one Adjutant, one 
Quartermaster, one Sergeant-Major, one Quar- 
vermaster-Bergeant, one Cuief Musician who 
shail be instructor of music, and two principal 
mugitians. The Adjutant and the Quarter- 
master shall be extra Lieutenants selected 
fiom the First or Second Lieutenants of de 
regiment; provided, that all appointments to 
the original vacancies above the grade of seo 
ond Lieutenant created by this act shall be 
filled by seniority in the infantry arm of the 
service. : 

Mr. Manderson seems quite hopetul of secur- 
ing the passage of this bill by the Senate this 
winter. at least, and with proper management 
he believes it can be pushed through the House. 
The large number of communieations received 
by him during tae summer favoring the passage 
of the bill indicates that it possesses the relief 
in the way of promotion that has been sought 
tor so long by the younger infautry officers. 
Mr. Manderson intends to urge its considera- 
tion at the first meeting of the Military Com- 
mittee, which will probably be esday 
next. The bill was favorabiy considered by 
the comaittee last year and will doabtiess 
meet with similar treatment this year, with one 
exception— key. The membership of the 
committee remains as last year. It consists of 
Logan, Chairman; Sewell, Harrison, Cameron, 
Hawley, Cockrell, Hampton, Camden, and 
Walthall. 

THE MILITARY COMMITTEDR. 

Untu the question of rules bas been settled 
no definit information can be given as to the 
orgauization of the House Military Committee. 
In the event of the Army Appropriation bill 
being transferred to that body It is considered 
likely that Representative Forney will be made 
its Chairman. He is quite familiar wits army 
legisianon, having served asa member of the 
sub-committee on tne Army bill for several 
sessions. If, on the other band, no change is 
made in the reference of appropria- 
tion bills be would probabiy have 
charge oof the Army dill, s 6 
member of the Appropriation Committee, and 
Representative Bragg migbt be considered a 
possible Chairmad of the Military Committee, 
Of the fourteen members who served on this 
committee last sessien only  five—Welford, 
Steele, Bayne, Laird, and Cuteheon—were re- 
elected, four being Republicans and the other 
a Democrat.

CRUSHED AGAIN—RATIONS FOR THE DESTI- 
TUTE. 


The Lieutenant-General of the Army bas 
written the following ietter to an officer of the 
army who recently made application for change 
of station of bis company: 

The interest of the bervice sometimes requires 
tliat companies of the same regiment should be in- 
téerchanged; but whén the practice of such inter- 
changes ia. fixed periodicaliy to the extent of rais- 
ing in the minds of officers and soldiers a belief 
tliat they have claims fora change of station, its 
perniciousness becomes apparent, and it should be 
discontinued to a degtee which will discourage 

The Secretary of War makes the following 
ruling concerning the issue of rations to deésti- 
tute eit zens: ö 


All applications for the issue of rations to desti- 
tute citizens must of necessity be declined except 
in those overruling demands of humanity where 
starvation or extreme suffering shall move the 
commanding officer to assume the responsibility of 
making limited issues, he trusting to the circum-

One of the beds is for Bddie Ryan's mother, 
who speaks French, and will take care of the 
boys as nurse on the voyage. 

Capt. Gui Kersabiec, gorgeous in biue and 
gold, was introduced to the whiidren, and he 
told them in French that they would be cared 
for as if they were his own. Then the kind 
little surgeon of the ship, Dr. Louis Marion, 
also in blue and gold, poured out a world of 
tender-hearted French promises. The children 
would have fresh air and every delicacy that 
could be suggested in the way of eating or 
drinking. Would they have wine? Mais cer- 
tainement! Heguiar red wine? Mais oui! 

Before supper all the parents went home for 
the night, except Mrs. Ryan, and then there 
were rain-wet cheeks, and heaving breasts, and 
longings for home. The French sailors whis- 
tled, and the French officers showed candy, and 
the French doctor smiled big dimples into bis 
cheeks; and then the poor little fellows were 
comforted, Thursday morrming at daybreak 
they kissed their mothers good-by, and then 
they started across the ocean for the labora- 
tory where the great Freach scientist will try 
to save them trom the grave. 

“There is no fear that hydropbobia will de- 
velop on the voyage, said Dr. Billings. ** Even 
when the children are inoculated by the mn! 
gated virus, which Dr. Pasteur claims to be a 
preventive of rabies, tney will not be sick. 
lI should say that if no effort nad been made to 
save these children three out of the four would 
probably nave died. I have a reasonabie taith 
in the Pasteur treatment, but 1 do not feel at 
all sure. If the four who are inoculated in 
France should live, and the two who are re- 
maining at bome should die, I wouid regard 
that as an almost conclusive proof that Dr. 
Pasteur had mastered rabies tor mankind.’ 

The reason why Dr. Billings was selected by 
Drs. OGorman and Harold of. Newark to ac 
company the little ones was that they wished 
to make sure that American science should get 
the full results of Dr. Pasteur’s experiment. 

Dr. Billings is a native of Boston, about 43 
years old. Mr. Billings is not a doctor of 
medicine, and has no desire to be, but is a 
graduate of the Roya! Veterinary School of 
Berlin, Prussia, having passed the regular gov- 
ernmental examination of the same with the 
highest possible honors in 1879. While pursu- 
ing the strictly medical studies prescribed for 
the course at the school, Mr. Billings found 
time to devote to studies upon the physiology 
aud structural anatomy of vegetabie life. He 
also entered into very exact studies of an em- 
bry ological and anatomical character, It was 
during his school days that he wrote his work 
on the relstion of the animal diseases to ths 
public health, which considers these important 
questions in a practicai way that has gained 
praise from nearly all reviewers, 

On graduation he went to Munich, Bavaria, 
and was immediately accepted as assistant by 
Prot. Feser in his not researches upon an- 
thracoid and typhoidal diseases among the in- 
habitants and animals of the Bavarian Alps. 
With the opening of the winter session of 1880 
he pursued his studies in the laboratory of 
Prof. Virchow, though while a student in the 
Veterinary School he also took Virchow’s 
courses in pathology for two years. 
He gave his. whole attention to the study 
ot pathology and experimental medicine 
for the year 1880, until an attack of brain- 
fever from overwork which nearly cost bim 
his life drove him home for recovery. He now 
busied himself in preparing his book for the 
publishers, and inaugurated those celebrated 
examinations of American pork which led to 
the expulsion of the same from Germany. On 
the breakmg out of the cholera Mr. Billings 
went again to Europe, beu most warmly wel- 
comed by his numerous friends among the 
medical profession, especially by Prof. Vir- 
chow, with whom he is a great favorit. Find- 
ing entrance into Koch's laboratory al- 
most impossible, he bought the necessary 
utensils and bired rooms and established 
one for bis own work, being also recoin- 
mended to the consideration of Dr. Koch by a 
personal letter trom Prince Bismarck—an 
donor never before conterred upon an Ameri- 
can. Mr. Billings did not, however, pursue 
his bacterial studies under Koch directly, but, 
at his recommendation, with Profs. Johne 
and Birsch-Hirschfeld of Dresden, who. bad 
themselves been students ot Koch, and, being 
friends of Mr. Biilmgs as well, opened their 
laboratories to his usé and gave him every 
attention. He visited Southern France and 
Naples during the cholera outbreak, maki 
numerous autopsies and gathering materi 
for his studies. 

On his return last spring be was elected pa- 
tnologist to the New York Polyclinic, it being 
the first time a Veterinarian occupied sucha 
positon in a medical school in English- 
speaking country and the second time in the 
history of the world. The position did not suit 
his tastes, being simply dry routine teaching of 
the most rudimentary type, with no opportu- 
nities for original research. It should be men-

The True Status of Butter’ Substitutes—

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The anaual session of the Illinois Horticult- 
ural Society at Centralia this week was notable 
for its large attendance, iucjuding gentiemen 
eminent in borticulture. from other States. 
The fruit display was simply magnificent in 
size, oc and form, and was undoubtedly 
one of 
hibited before the society, In addition to ap- 
pies, it contained grapes, pears, other fruits, 
and cider, Why the Illinois Horticultural So- 
ciety should solong have fought against the 
exhibition of cider—one of the important 
preducts of the orchard—is hard to determine, 
especially since it takes good cider to make 
good Vinegar, and the measure of the vinegar 
is the cider it is made from. The fruit was all 
of Iilinoia product and was an honor to the 
State, particularly as following a season that, 
according to the report of the. committee 
thereon, has destroyed or irretrievably injured 
three-quarters of the orcbards of Central and 
Northern Illinois and seriously damaged other 
further south. The decoration of the hall wae 
notable for the great amount of holly branches 
and berries used, neither of which are IIlinois 
products, but of the neighboring States of 
Tennessee ana Soutbeastern Missouri. 

President Pearson in bis address, referring to 
the mortality in trees, stated that orchardists 
in the central part of the State concluded 
years ago that they could not raise peaches, 
and were now beginning to think they could 
not raise apples. Having learned to like ap- 
ples, they were now compelled to come south 


for them, especialiy for early apples. Desorib- 
ing the ‘effects of the late ooid winter on the 
orchards of the north and central portions of 
the State, he stated that in a ride of fifteen or 
twenty miles lately he had not found a healthy. 
good-conditioned orchard. 
Among the notable apple exhibits was a lot 
by Mr. Jules Charpentier of Basco, III., of Ru- 
ropean varieties of dessert fruits, typical as 
being small, delicate in shape, exquisit in cok

‘ortng, and of superior flayor for the after-din- 


ner taste. Curiously enough the committee 
reported against these, the objection being the 
want of size, the Judges seeming to forget that 
Michigan is now exporting to Europe large 
quantites of fruit, in addition to the 1 

amounts exported from the Hast. Such ap- 
ples as were condemned would sell in Chicago, 
St. Louisa, New York, Boston, Philadei- 
phia, Baltimore, Washington, and other 
large cities, in limited quantities 
of course, but with an increasing 
demand and at prices three times greater than 
those given for large, spongy, coarée apples. 
For export this price would be largely in- 
creased. The small apple is heavier and 
stronger in its juice than the large one. A reso- 
lution to amend the report 80 as to include tre 
littie foreizners was voted down on the plea 
that we wanted only American varieties. The 
origin of all American apples is foreign, and 
we are constantly scouritig Europe, especially 
Northern Germany and Russia, tor *“ ironciad’’ 
apples and other fruits that will stand the win- 
ters of our American climate. Surely a people 
originally wholly foreign should not sneer at 
the fruits of the fatheriands. 

The witty and eccentric Dr. Shreeder. of 
Bloomington gave one of his characteristic 
talks on pear-Dlight and its causes. The fun- 
damental principle enunciated was that the 
real cause of pear-blight lay principally through 
budding the pear on quince and using the 
scions therefrom in budding other stocks, thus 
causing degeneracy, Ih Eurone—especiaily 
Germany—standards were principally used. 
The trees were more carefully cultivated than 
here and were es J watched for fungus 
and other parasitic be. AS n scientist, 
the doctor took no stock in the wy. of bac- 
teria as bemg the cause of disease. y were 
au incident rather than the cause. ad vo- 
cates of bacteria as causing pear-blight did not 
see fit to seek to comtrovert the doctor's state- 
ment. 

Mr. Hay of Jacksonville read a humorous 
paper on , — There was little garden- 

ut items calculated to draw out dis- 
cussion.’ The drift of opinion was that the 
farmer's garden, planted in rows clear across 
the patch, cultivated so far as possible by 
borse-power, and given as good cultivation as 
the best farmers give their corn-fields—a balf 
acre in Vegetables would supply half: the 
living of the average family and add largely to 
the health of the members. 

Another practical matter discussed was the 
importance of instructing our growing youth 
in borticulture, so far as practical principles 
are concerned. In this connection the interest- 
ing fact was brought out that some purely 
literary colleges were now instructing pupils 
in principles relating to agriculture. In the 
discussion Prof. W. H. Ragan of the De Pauw 
University, Greencastie, Ind., one of the 
well-known and most advanced of Weetern 
pomologists, was called upon, and, in answer 
to questions, stated that although the unt 
versity was a strictly denominational school 
the students promptly formed a class for the 
study of horticulture, including landscape 
gardening and arboriculture, and had ex- 
pressed themselves as being fully compensated 
in the auxilliary study, as assisting them in 
the study of botany, physiology, geology, and 
other sciences moreor less related to agri- 
culture, . 


THE CELERY WE KAT. 

How many persons know how to éelect cel- 
ery on the market stands. The average man and 
too many women will seek the mammoth stalks, 
strong-smelling and in the majority of cases 
holiow-stalked or pipey, as it is technically 
termed. Ths mammoth and strong-flavored 
sorte are good for the kitchen. The dwarf, 
solid, thoroughly blanched varieties alone are 
At for the table. For the kiteben the actual 
pouhd-weight is a good rule. For the table 
that variety blanching white and tender, hav- 
ing the greater number of Jeaf-stalks fit for 
eating, should be chosen, and this epecially for 
the mild, nutty flavor it possesses. 


HOW TO TEST BUTTER. 

There is a qualitative test for butter so sim- 
ple that any housewife can put it into success- 
ful practice. A clean piece of white paper is 
smeared with a little of the suspected butter. 
The paper is then rolled up and set on fire. If 
the butter is pure the smell of the burning 
paper is rather pleasant: but tHe odor is dis- 
tinctly tallowy if the dutter is made up 
wholly or in part of animal fatse.—Scientific 
American. 


CAUCASIAN PRICKLY COMFREY. 
OMAHA, Neb., Nov. 28.—[Editor of The 
Tribune. |—This forage plant, symphitum asper- 
imum, is rapidly incgpasing in favor, and is 
very valuable for giving a supply of green 
food in hot and dry seasons. The long roots, 
which penetrate. a great distance into the 


‘ground, enable it to obtain moisture beyond 


the reach of ordinary piants. It will succeed 
in almost any soll, but it is especially valuabie 
when ‘cultivated in land of a dry and sandy 
nature. Itis very hard, gives an early out- 
ting, supplies a constant sudcession of green 
food, and when once planted becomes per- 
manent. Three cuttings a year mas be de- 
depended upon, each cutting varying from fif- 
teen to twenty tons to the acre, according to 
the season. It is useful to dry for wintering 
stock, though it will withstand frost. 

It is much relished by all kinds of stock, 
either cut up and mixed with chaff or separate- 
ly. For milch cows it greatly increases the 
quantity of milk, and is also readily consumed 
by domestic poultry. 

It is cuitivated by dividing the roots in

ADULTERATED FOOD PRODUCTS. _ 

The lilipoig State Board of Agriculture is 
getting a lively shaking up pretty muoh all 
over the country on the question of admitting 
oleomargariné and butterine in the Fat-Stock 
Show on ar equal footing with dairy products’ 
It ia, however, but justice to say that the State 
Board of Agriculture did nothing of the kind 
The board admitted these products under their 
true name m a room separate from the dairy 
show proper simply as fat-stock products, 
Whatever may be said of the practice of selling 
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imal’s intestines. 

It is well known that the oils and fate in food 
substances are Valued two and one-half times 
as bigh as starchy and other carbohydrates, 
twenty-five pounds of starch being estimated 
as worth no more than ten 2 of oil or fat; 
or, to put it in another form, if a pound of 
starch is worth for food one cent, one pound 
of fat or oil is worth two and one-half cents, 
and the market value of these oliy foods being 
estimated on these bases, the loss is ail the 
greater if these fats are lost in the manure, 
where they are absolutely valueless. 

It is a fact well known by physiciogista and 
physicians that no fat is digested in the animal 
system except it be in a state in which it is sol- 
uble in water, and that before the fluids of the 
digestive organs, the gastric and pancréatic 
fluids, and the bile can act upon oily and fatty 
substances these must net only be in a condi- 
tion of a perfect emulsion, but wholly soluble.

IMPROVEMENT IN WOOL COMBING. 

Every improvement in machinery for reduc- 
ing or preparing fibre adds to the profits of the 
producer, because it cheapens manufacture, 
allowing the dollar to exert a greater purchas- 
ing capacity than before. The growth of im- 
provement, however, is slow. Wool combing, 
for instaneoe, is one Of the most ancient of in- 
dustries, and yet until within recent times the 
combs, fire-pan, ete., Were crude and staton- 
ary, until in 1700 Cartwright succeeded in con- 
structing a practical machine for the combing 
of wool, whieh, however, was deficient in many 
respects. 

The Teztile Manufacturer gives a succinct ac- 
count of the various improvements since that 
time, which, condensed, shows that Hawksley 
of Nottingham made a considerable advance 
upon Oartwright'’s machine, and this was fol- 
lowed at an interval of thirty-five years by the 
more successful attempts of Piatt and Collier. 
These were again distanced in 1842 and 1844 by 
the further advances made by Donisthorpe. 
It is, however, to Josue Heilman, the inven- 


tor of the combing machine known by his. 
name, that the trade is most indebted for the 


success made in mechanical wool combing. 
The principle of this machine, which has been 
further developed and improved upon by 
Messrs. Lister and Donistborve and others, 
rendered mechanical combing such a success 
thai te old system rapidiy disappeared before 
it, and the hand comber in the wool industry 
has now become as nearly extinct as the hand- 
loom weaver in the cotton trade. 

These several defects have now been rem- 
edied in the following ways: By the introduc 
tion of a new motion for driving the dabbling- 
brushes, from whieh both dabbling-brusbes 
are driven by one strap, alternate action being 
secured by the cranks beimg set at halt centres.
